It is quite evident that Nevada 
will have to come down from her 
high-pressure perch and economize 
in her governmental affairs. It is 
the heighth of absurdity for her to 
maintain a government sufficient 
to govern two million people when 
she has less than sixty thousand, 
‘Three good clerks would do all the 
business transacted in the State 
Capitol outside of the Survevor- 
(;eneral’s office, and do it easily, 
The Legislature should be cut 
down to forty members and called 
together once in four years instead 
oftwo. Our judiciary needs pull- 
ing up, root and branch, and re- 
modeled to suit our condition, 
The trouble is now we are too 
much governed, and the sooner we 
rewize that fact and take steps to 
curtail our expenses, the better off 
we shall be. Our constitution was 
adopted when twenty-dollar pieces 
were as plentiful as short bits are 
now. and when money was not 
looked upon as hardly worth pick- 
ing up, and the result was a Gov- 
ernor with a private secretary 
with nothing to do; a Lieutenant- 
Governor, which, by the way, is of 
no more use than a wagon with 
live wheels; a Controller, with one 
or two deputies; a State ‘Treasurer 
with a deputy, who does all the 
work of his principal; a Secretary 
of State with another fifth wheel 
attached to his office, with nothing 
for either one to do; a Surveyor- 
General with an office full of 
clerks; an Attorney-General with 
nothing to do but draw his salary ; 
a Clerk of the Supreme Court with 
absolutely no duties to perform ; 
and lastly, the Supreme Judges, 
who have rot had a chance to 
hardly warm the bench for two 
years, and the sooner we top off'a 
few of these luxuries the wiser we 
shall be. 

There is but one way that this 
can be acconiplished and that by a 
constitutional convention, and the 
people should see to it that one is 
called at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Select our very best men 
and let them serve without com- 
pensation, and we could trust it in 
their hands to form for us an or- 
ganic law under which we would 
prosper and become great. The 
experience of the last twelve years 
has not been such as to inspire 
confidence in the ability of the 
Legislature to give us relief by 
amending the constitution, for it 
has been tried time and again.

“Toe bimetalists, erroneously called 
the silver men, are not satisfied witt 
the biJl agreed upon by the confe ence 
com + ittee of the Senate and House for 


Newlands, ‘snd they hold thatthe only 
way to settle the question definitely, 
wisely avd forall time is to open the 
mi ts of the country to the free coinage of 
silver just as they ure open for the fred 
coinage of guild, and to establish by law 
the number of grains of gold and silver 
which shall constitute the gold and silver 
dollar respectiv ly. Ihs being done, 
either the actual con can be issued or 
United States Treasury votes represent- 
ing and re. eemable in coin or any iawful 
money ofthe United States, and the in- 
convenience of handling either gold and 
silver can be avo'ded. This question can 
never be settied until silver is restored to 
its old position as standard money. So 
long as it is treated as a mere commodity, 
even though the purchase of it by the 
Government be largely tnereased > nd its 
market vaiue thereby raised, no satisfac- 
tory solution can be reached,’’ 

“Then you consider the expressed fears 
of the gold men as ,roundless?”’ 

“yes. The folly of demonctizing silver 
is now apparent to evcry thinking man 
For ages, by the common consent of ail 
nations, civililed and uneivilized, gold 
and silver, the most useless of metals 
have been/ regarded as the standard 
money of the world.” 

“You donot concede the claims of the 
gold mea as tothe necessity of a single 
standara?”’ 

“No. There never has been atime since 
civi ization dawned when there has been 
+nough of gold and silver in the world to 
meet its demands for money as an ex- 
chauge of values. 

“It was necessary in order to meet the 
demands of trade und business to invent 
credit money consisting of bank notes, 
government notcs, etc., which were simp- 
ly promises to pay standard money, gold 
and siiver. It is safe to say that in the 
civilized world the volume of credit 
m: ney has for a long period been as large 
as the volume of standard money, and 
yet when the necessi'y for more standard 
money,; Old and silver, Was evidenced by 
the fact of the eaistence of so large an 
amount of credit money, when the de 
mand for money was increasing with in- 
creasing populatio:, Continental bturope 
and the United States ignorantly and 
ioulishly destr« ve d one-half of the stand- 
ard money by demonetizing s lver, thus 
largely increasing the value of the other 
hais, gold, in the hands of the banks and 
money-lending c'ass, and largeiy dimin- 
ishing the value vo all products and prop- 
erty other thea money. Thus, a mone- 
tary revolution toox place quietly and 
without public attention being called ty 
iis possible results, which has p'oved 


the wars of this century. ’ 

“How was this effected?’”’ 

‘In 1873 France paid to Germany an im- 
mense* indemnity in gold. Germany 
seized the opportunity to wipe out of exis- | 
tence all the silver coinage of the various 
kingdoms and principalities of which it 
was made up, and to substitute therefor a 
nationaland gold currency. Her silver 
was thrown upon the markets it forced its 
way intothe French mints for recoinsge. 
France was ularmed and denied coin.ge 
to silver; the Latin Union, consisting in 
addition to France, of Belgium, Switzer- 
land and Italy, tollowed her example. 
By means of an insidious and secret 
omission from the coinage act of the Uni- 
ted States, without public discussion, or 
without publie debate, silver in 1873 was 
denied the coinage inthe United States 
mints which it bau enjoyed from thecom- 
mencement of the Kepublic, and thus 
within a short space of time silver, which 
had been the acanowledged money of the 
world through all eg 8s, was discredited in 
almost every civilized country. His ory 
does not record so great an advantage 
given hy legislation to the money-owninug 
avd monev-leading ciass; it does noi re- 
cord 80 great a wroug io the money owa- 
ing and producing class. By it the pur 
chasing power of gold was increased ve. y 
nearly one-half; by it the burden of the 
obligations of all debtors was increased 
by neariy one-half, and the value of pro- 
ducts, by the sale of which they would be 
enabled to pay their debts, was dimin- 
ished from one-third to one-half. This 
revolation was a peaceful one. It has 
iaken seventeen years t ascertain fully 
its disastrous effects. Statisticians agree 
that prices of all commodities have since 
the demonetization of silver fallen over 
#0 percent Wheat bas fallen from $1.47 
per bashelin 1873.086 cents in 1889; cot- 
ton has follen from IF cents in 1873 to8 
cents in 1889. These are the leadi:g ata- 
ple products of the eountry, and thesarm- 
ers and planters have lost millions by 
this monetery revolution—their farms are 
in debt to the money-lendingclass. [am 
told thatin one county in Kent: cky the 
other day over 300 farms were sold for 
taxes. Those who live iu cities do not re- 
alize the condition of thiugs in the agri- 
cultural aod planting commurities, | 
never realized it until I heard their repre- 
sentatives at the St. Louis Silver Conven- 
tion. Wrom these communities a finan- 
cial panic is likely to siart which will 
sweep the country unless relief is given.” 

‘*Do you think the people are alive to 
the importance of the question?” 

“Ido. At first they only realized that 
they were hurt, without knowing the 
cause; but during ailthis time a ceaseless 
agitat on of this question has been mz»i - 
tained by the bimetallists, who have in- 
sisted thatthe only remedy for existing 
conditions is to restore silver to free coin- 
ag-in our mints. The monometallists, 
consi-ting principally of the taakers of 
the Kast, and the classes whose sentiment 
they control, Oppose this upon the ground 
that it wiilexpacd the currency and put 
in cireala’'ion a depreciated dollar, They 
ignore the fact that when the silver doliar 
was demonetized in ‘878, it was above par, 
and tha’ as legislation by demone'izing 
silver has impwured ita value, so legisla- 
tion can restore it; that if gold were also 
denied coinage and were put uporm the 
world as a commodity like iron or tin, its 
va'ue would be greatiy diminished, and 
that itis the use, as money oO! these otner- 
wise almost useless metals which gives 
them their chief vaiue.”’ 

“Butthe silver men compelled some 
concessions?” 

“Yes: by way of compromise. The re- 
suit of the conflict of thes + two forces was 
the compromise act of 1878, known as the 
Biand act, which provided torthe pur- 
chase by the Treasary Department of not

As to the proposed silver legislation, 
Mr. Newlands sa:d: 

“It may be classed as follows: 

“First—The measure proposed by the 
bimetallists forthe free coinage: { silver, 
any one having the right to take his bul- 
lion tothe mint and to have it coined 
into silver dollars which shal! be a legal 
tender. As a matter of convenience sli- 
ver certificates may be issued, which may 
be rede med in coin. The bimetallists 
claim thatas tie market valae of silver 
has veen reduced by legislat on it can be 
restored by legislation, and it only needs 
courageous leadership onthe partof the 
United States in ‘he present condition of 
public sentiment throughout the world to 
compel ail the countries which have de- 
monetized silver to restore it to its old po- 
sition as a money metal. 

“Second—The measure proposed by the 
more moderate silver men, representing 
in some measure a compromise senti- 
ment, providing for the purchas” by the 
Government of 4,500,000 ounces per month 
of silver and the issue of Treasury notes 
therefor, which shail be redeemable ia 
lawful money of the United States, either 
gold or silver or greenbacks, according to 
the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Under this measure all bul- 
lion coming to the Treasury is immedi- 
ately monetii ed. 

“jhe third ee osition isthe Windom 
proposition, which does net munetize sil- 
ver, but simply issues warehouse, eceipts 
{trit. Theund uabted effect of this bill 
will be to anchor this country to the moe- 
nometailic gold basis, and by indirection 
to put astop tothe further monetization 
of silver. 

“tow would the administration be af- 
fected in case of untavorable legislation?” 

“Che party wili go.o.the wall at the 
next election,’’ 

“the Repuylicans realize the absolute 
necessity of some legislation upoo the 
money question; the country is in a rest- 
less and dissatisfied couditi: n; the West 
is mortgag d to the East; ihe farmers and 
produciog classes are chafing under a 
sen-e of outrage and wrong; the Demo- 
crats, headed by Mr. Cleveland, are giv- 
ing them to understand that the present 
unfavorable condit ons are the result of 
the tariff. Whatever may be the cause, 
the people will held the party in power 
responsible for existing conditions unless 
they are relieved. Many i emocrats are 
content that this cond:tion of diss«tisfac- 
tion should last until tne next Presiden. 
tial election,in the hope that it will re- 
suit in the overthrow of the party in 
power. Tbe people understand thatthe 
pre railing depression is largely caused by 
tue contraction of the voiume of the 
currency by reason of the demone ization 
of silver, and they insist that the voiume 
shall be naturally increased by the output 
from the mines, as it has been through 
the ages. The farming and planting class 
understands that it is to their interest to 
increase the market for silver and to ad- 
vance its price; that by makirg silver 
dear © England they will prevent her 
from doing as she is now, purchasing our 
silver at 30 per cent discount and utilizing 
the same at iis old purchasing power in 
India, -~which is a movometallic silver 
couatry, in the purchase of wheat aod cot- 
ton. Itisthis which has caused a great 
falling offin the exports from the Uniied 


States to the Liverpool marketof wheat 
aud cotton and has resulted in a loss esti- 


mated at overone hundred millions per 
rowers 
They know that if silver 
made dear to Eagland she will 
have tocome to America for her wheat 


and cotton instead of to far distant India, 


“it ig safe to say thatif the matter were 
left to the judgment of the mouse and 
-~enate, without the interference of the 
administration, either the first or second 
measure woifld be immediately adopted, 


either of which would recognize silver as 


money and not as a commodity, and 
would have the effect of enlarging the 
currency and at the same time increasing 
the value of silver, promoting the cause 


of bimetailisa, and restoring the markets 


ofthe world to the wheat and cvtton of 
the United States. 


“ Kither of such measures would restore 
confidence, renew prosperity, and fasten 
the hold of the Repubiican party upon 
the country, but the timid f-ars of Wall 
street seem to control, as usual, the 
Treasury Lepartment. Secretary Win- 
dom, conscientiously, no doubt, proposes 
to hold this country to a gold standard. 
He pref rs that silver should remain a¢ 
a commodity until it is restored to its 
old position by the united action of 
civilized nations, a result which will 
never come unless some powerful 
nation boidly takes the lead; and 
the whole power of the administration is 
being exercised to make the Treasury 
notes issued by the Government in the 
urchase of silver redeemable in bullion. 
jo one faosiliar with legislation shou'd 
underestimate the strength of this power, 
itisthe power of patronage, based upon 
the des re of Congressmen to control the 
offices within their States and districts, 
and to have favor at the White House. 
this power was mostsingularly exhibited 
by Mr. Cleveland when he forced upon 
his party a silver policy to which it was 
antagonistic. 


“As aresuitof this confusion of views, 
the Republican party, reco.nizing the 
necessity of as something as a party 
measure, has been holcing caucuses upon 
this subject, and the result has been a 
difference between the Bepublican mem- 
bers of the House acd the Republican 
members of tne Senate as to the policy to 
be pursued. The House committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Reed, said to beago 
monometallist, has adopted the princival 
feature of Secretary Windom’s bill—that 
the silver going into the Treasury as bull- 
ion should come out as bullion, and 
shouid never be money, but always a 
com modity—the Senate committee hold- 
ing to the view that whatever silver goes 
into the Treasu should come out as 
money, either in the shape of silver dol- 
lars,orin toe shape of Treasury notes, 
redeemable in the lawful money of the 
United States—gold, silver or greenbacks 
—at the discretion of the Treasury. The 
committees of both Houses have met in 
conference, and the result has been an 
acceptance of the Senate bil! with a pro- 
viso which gives itsome of the qualities 
ofthe Windom bill. The bill provides for 
the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
every month and the issue of Treasury 
notes therefor, which shall be redeem- 
able on demand in lawful money of the 


less thun & 000 worth and not more 
han $4,000,000 worth of silver per month, 
the coinage of such -ilver into silver dol- 
jars and the issue of silver certificates or 
Treasury notes calling for and represe t- 
ing such silver . ollars. ‘his was 4 par- 
tial remonetization of sifver.

“ These cous derations have been point- 
ed out to some of the gentlemen who par- 
tictpated tn the conference and who ap- 
proved the bill reported. They feel the 
weight of these considerations, and regret 
that they approved the bill. The Repub- 
licans of the ~enate refuse to approve it. 
If both sides stand firm there will be no 
legislation. From the standpoint of mon- 
etary science it would be better to have no 
legislation rather than have legislation 
which is not based upon the bimetallic 
principle. From the standpoint of party 
success no greater misf riune could be- 
fall the Republican party than to fail to 
take action upon this subject. The party 
will be doomed in the f. li elections, and a 
House will be convened which will prep- 
erly understand the popular sentiment 
upon this question.’’

Sist that both should be used as gener- 
ously as nature provides them.’’ 

“ Nomilo | wish to castany reflections on 
the sincerity of the administration of the 
lrreasury Department. Mr. Windom is ev- 
ideptly a monometallist. This is a contest 
between monometallism and bim: tallism, 
and there is nothing vw be accomplished 
by imepugning the goed faith ot the advo- 
cates ofeither. Itisa question of polics 
and judgment. ‘Ihe bimetallists wish it 
to be untlerstood that any bill which per- 
mits, in any coutingency,silver ballion to 
go out of the Treasury in any other form 
than as money violates the bimetallic 
Bytes en and establishes the monvome'tal- 
ic principle and the gold standard.” 

When Mr. Newlands was asked what 
further agitation of the silver question 
would be made he replied: “The silver 
con vention heid at St. Louis last fall was 
gengraily attended by representatives 
from all parts of the Uuion. (it passed uu- 
qualified :esolutions tor the freee coinage 
of silver,and its action has had a powerful 
effect upon public sentimeut. Upon ad- 
journing, the convention appointed a Na- 
tional Committee, with General A. J. 
Warner, of Uhio, at its head, to look after 
the interests of bim tallism., The com- 
mittee has j:ecently held a session at 
Washington, and has considered the ques- 
tion of calling another convention some 
time within the coming y ar. Thereisno 
intention to create a silver party, but the 
silver, or money, question will undoubt- 
edly be one of the mest prominent ques. 
tions with both politi al parties at the next 
election ubless itis rightly settled now,

The Story of the Trials of an Old Hero 
Told by a Maine Man. 

“I remember the first time thet I ssw 
Elias Perkins,” said the man froma Mainc 
to the New York Tribune. ‘‘ile was 
sitting on a fonce-rai], whittling a stick. 
The next time I saw him he » 
perched on the same rail, and the stick 
in bis left hand seemed to be the same 
one as before. I saw him) many umes 
that summer, and he always sat on 
fence, and he always whittled. 

‘He was one of those picces of hickory 
that one mects in my ta’ ile was 
over sixty years old. but curine the 
winter he could swing an axe with any 
man in the woods. Ife ncver worked in 
the summer. He had picked up deal 
of knowledge somewhber., and bis brain 
was like an iron box, fur he never for- 
pot anything which he once cot into his 
head. He would diseuss ‘algevree, trigzo- 
noinetree and the classics. as he ex- 
pressed it, with equal willingness, ‘but,’ 
he would add, ‘I prefer the old poets; 
they get down ww business without 
many flourishes.’ I have heard bim 
quote Homer by the hundred lines with- 
outa break, his long arm making un- 
gainly gestures, and his whitened head 
bowing with a solemn dignity at the end 
of each verse. In geometry he would 
rattle away at any thing, winding up 
with an impressive ‘quad erat demon- 
strandum.’ 

‘Lias, every body called him, and he 
was often called upon to act as the final 
referee in cases of dispute, for it was ad- 
mitted in that part of the country that 
‘Lias knew every thing. 
destined to show his weakness late in 
life, and the result of it was more se- 
vere than years of chopping at pines in 
the coldest Maine weather. 

“It was the second summer of my ac- 
quaintance with him that I found him 
one day, as usual, on the fence, but his 
knife was not at work as usual ona piece 
of wood.

I heard of the ani- 
mal@emapers every day, and it kept 
Elias continually busy leoking after his 
new pet. 
in his old position, looking like himself. 

***Where’s the colt to-day?’ I asked. 

** *He’s lost,’ said Elias, with satif®ac- 
tion, and he quoted some verses to show 
his submission to fate. 

“In three days tid'as nad gone back to 

t4 old fricnds, the knife and the stick. 
the merning of the fourth day 
when he got up he found his colt stand- 
ing at the door of his little house. 
Henceforth troubles Game thick and fast 
upon the old backwoodsman. His back 
began to bend over, and nothing could 
induce him to talk of the old poets! The 
old man went to pieces rapidly, but he 
would not giveup thecolt. This con- 
dition of affairs continued until it was 
difficult for Elias to drag himself around. 
One night the vicious colt, while jump- 
ing a fence, caught one of its legs and 
broke it. Some one took a rifle and 
ended the brute’s suffering. When I 
heard of this the next day I called on 
Elias.
